Up to now, the theory has been that it i- pri­ 
marily the obligation of each state to take care 
of the health. education and welfare of its resi­ 
dent* and that, if it tack* sufficient fund.*, the 
federal gov* rnment should supplement them 
So

that 
maybe, instead of 'he $3,000 marchers camping 
in Washington, they should go to the 5ft differ­ 
ent state capitals and put their case to the gov­ 
ernor* of heir respective states. 


THEN, IF THE MONEY required to takr 
carp of the problem i* not ay ailable, it would 
naturally he she function of the governor* to 
request assistance from the national govern­ 
ment. in which case Congress could makr the 
necessary appropriation* 
Basically poverty situations ore hest handled 
by local authorities, anyway For ‘he . c 's and 
cines each have welfare departments and a re­ 
cord of those yvho are in need of assistance 
Although the federal government has had an 
“ antipoverty ’ program, it has been designed 
largely for job training of various kinds and ed­ 
ucational ains for children Manv of the critics 
of these ptrticular program* have *aid that the 
states should have initiated such projects them­ 
selves 
To place on the federal government the com 
plete respuiisibilify for handling the welfare of 
the citizens iii even community would require 
an enormous bureaucracy. 
Unfortunately, the demonstration bere by the 
“ poor” marchers dramatize* mainly the idea 
that the federal government is the place to go 
for direct assistance irrespective of the duties 
which naturally fall on the state and city gov­ 
ernment*.

These include distribution to the poor of gov­ 
ernment owned 'lupins products as well a* the 
“ food stamp ’ program whereby person* and 
familie* with low incomes ar® nhle to purchase 
goods at reduced cost 
Secretary Freeman 
inoreov r ra:d the CRS 
television program las) week dramatizing the 
hunger

Members of Congress asked the secretary to 
document the errors. In the Senate a subcom­ 
mittee on employment, manpower and poverty, 
headed bv Sen Joseph S Clark of Pennsylva­ 
nia has also started hearing on hunger.

The choice of San Diego and Montreal as ex­ 
pansion sites by the National League was some­ 
what of a surprise. 
San Diego was expected. There are more than 
enough people in Southern California to support 
three teams, but more important, a major league 
.stadium already exists in San Diego. 
It was no surprise that Dallas-Ft. W orth was 
turned down, even though the population meets 
the requirements. Judge Roy Hofheinz didn’t want 
another team in Texas and since a unanimous vote 
was needed . . . Dallas was left out in the cold. 
Buffalo never really had a chance. The popu­ 
lation of the area is not enough there is no ade­ 
quate stadium at present. W a r Memorial Stadium, 
where the Bills of the AF L play, is a monstrosity 
barely adequate for football, and the racial tur­ 
moil of last summer helped the lock on the door 
for Buffalo. 
The .surprise is the choice of Montreal over 
M ilw aukee. Montreal has no adequate stadium, 
and w hile there are over a million people living 
in the city, the interest in baseball was so sparse 
that an A A A club was not supported Also, the 
clim ate is such that even in mid-summer it is 
chilly at night games.
